Wasurxctow, Joly 29.—The count fof 
the farm and home transcripts, made in 
accordance with mortgage - collection 
clause of the Census act, has been com- 
pleted by he census office. The figures 
are subject to slight modification. There 
were returned by the enumerators 2,491,- 
930 farms and homes occupied’by owners 
which are encumbered by mortgages. 
This number includes some farms and 
domes about which the - enumerators 
made no report, and which belong partly 
to the class of hired and partly to the 
class of owned free, as well as partly to 
the class of owned and incumbered. 
Until this unknown quantity, dne to the 
failore of the enumerators, is eliminated 
it may be regarded as approximately 
true that 2,250,000 families of the 12,500,- 
000 families of the United States occupy 
and own incumbered farms and homes, 
and that 10,250,000 families occupy farms 
and homes that are either hired or 
owned free. >

—Delaware College Experiment Station 
has just ised Bulletin No. 13, which 
treats of the leaf blight of the pear and 
the quince. The bulletin is issued by the 
department of plant pathology, and is 
edited by Frederic D. Chester. It giyes 
a general deectiption of the disense, the 
location of experiments, description and 
methods of preparing fungicides, and a 
general summary of the results. IIlus- 
trations show “spotting” on the pear 
leaf; “spotting” and “cracking” of the 
fruit, as well as the microscopic appear- 


_} ance of the leaf blight fungus. 


Thisstation is endowed withan annuity 
from the State of Delaware as the Mary- 
land Agricultural Station is by Maryland. 
and its experiments are practical and of 
much value to the agrienlturists of the 
state. 

It would be s great benefit to the 


farmers of Maryland if our station would- 


follow the example of that of Delaware, 
and experiment on both sides of the bay 
in such a manner as to make the ex peri- 
ments of value to the people. 


—Legalizing the primaries is an lec- 


tion reform for which the people of the 
state are now asking, with some emphasis. 

The Avstralian ballot law was tried 
for the first time in many of the counties 
of the state last autumn, and its workings 
were so satisfactory, where adopted, that 
the voters of all parties recommend it.

State as ennd for Governor, comp- 
troller of the treasury, attorney-general 
and clerk of the Court of Appeals, men 
whose private worth, intelligence, know- 
ledge of public affairs and experience in 
business éntitle them to general revert 
confidence and support. . . 

“The canvass into which the democra- 
tic party is about to enter is one of es- 
pecial importance. It precedes the last 
general election which. will be held in 
this State before the presidential election 
in 1892. The people of this Common- 
wealth will practically determine, in the 
approaching State election, what position 
they will occupy in the next presidential 
contest. . 

“The administration of President Har- 
rison is drawing to a close. The people 
have made a close comparison between 
the methods and actions of that admin- 
istration and the cdnduct of the demo- 
cratic administration under Grover 
Cleveland, which preceded it. Their 
judgment was recorded at the congres- 
sional elections in November, 1890. The 
democratic administration, hampered 
and opposed hy a repnblican Senate, 
conducted, nevertheless, the business of 
the government with perfect fidelity to 
every public duty, and with a firmness 
and wisdom which won for it the gener- 
ous approval of the great majority of the 
people of the United States. The exist- 
ing repnblican administration, supported 
by a republican Congress, has not re- 
garded the pledges of its party or its own 
promises, aud has not so exercised its 
powers aa to receive or merit the . public 
approbation. The existing republican 
administration promised, when it came 
into power, to give full effect to reforms 
in the civil service. Offices in that ser- 
vied hare, notwithstanding snch pledge, 

„been conferred for political reasons to as 
great an extent as at any ‘former period 
in the history of the country. The civil 
service of the United States, considered 
as a whole, is to- day a partisan organiza- 
tion doing active political service for the 
| administration by which it is employed. 
“President Harrison and a republican 
| Congress found in 1890 a large surplus in 
the treasury left by an economical dem- 
ocratic administration, That surplus 
| told a plain tale to the people of the 
| United States. It demonstrated that the 
taxes which had been imposed by repab- 
lican legislation were in excess of the ac- 
tna! needs of a government economically 
administered and were therefore unne- 
cessary and unjust, The people supposed 
that the evil couid be remedied by a suf- 
ficient and well-considered redoction of 
these taxes and by the strict application 
ol the surplus to the payment, of the 
public debt. They were disappointed. 
The finances of the country were mis- 
managed, and wild speculation and com- 
mercial disasters followed in the train of 
such mismanagoment. The sarplos was 
wasted by extravagant expenditures: 
The unjust and unnecessary taxation of 
the people continued. The Fifty-firet 
Congress appropriated in Lhe money and 
credit of the people more than billion 
of dollars. It would seem to have been 
the deliberate purpose of the. managers 
of the republican party to maintain and 
create an amount of public indebtedness, 
which would consume any surplus which 
might accumulate onder the existing 
tariff, and make a further increase in the 
taxation of imports necessary for the sup- 
port of the government. 

“The republican party found upon the 
entry of President Harrison into that of- 
fice a people whose opinions were no 
longer divided by sectional lines, and 
who were prosperous and thoranghly 
united. It sought to sow egain the seeds 
of sectional discord, It was beaten at the 
polls by an overwhelming vote, in spite 
ofthe machinery which it employed. 
Unable to control the opinions of a ma- 
jority of the lawfally-clected members of 
the House of Representatives of the Finty- 
first Congress, it created a working ma- 
jority in that House by illegally depriv- 
ing, through the agency of the Speaker, 
a number of democratic Representatives 
of their rightful seats. It then boldly 
sought to perpetuate its power and to 
destroy the autonomy of the several 
States by means of the notorious force 
bill. It will certainly renew the attempt 
to enact that biliif it is continued in 
power. 

“The demuerstic party of this state is 
deeply grateful to each of the senators 
and representatives in congrees who con · 
tributed to the defeat of that obnoxious 
measure, and now, assembled in conven- 
tion, express to them its earnest and 
hearty thanks for the great public ser- 
vice thus rendered. It takes peculiar 
pleasure in recognizing the distinguished 
services of the Hon. Arthur P. Gorman, 
whose firm and intelligent leadership of 
the oppésition to that bill contributed so 
greatly to ita defeat. 

“The people of the United States wil- 
lingly submitted daring oor civil war to 
to all taxes, duties, imposts and -excises 
imposed by congress to provide for, the 
cost of that struggle and for the payment 
of the interest and principal of e pub- 
lic debts created during the ar. They 
have since the close of that wur cheer- 
fully borne as many of those burdens as

A 
friend who visited him last week was re- 
minded by Mr. Edison that they had rid- 
den together some ten years ago after a 
motor which the wizard had constructed 
at Menlo Park. Tiſut motor,” he said, 
“did everything since done by others, 
but I waa switched off from the subject 
then by the need of working on im- 
provements for the electric light.” The 
motor which Mr. Edison is now making 
is for Mr. Henry Villard for use on a 
regular railroad, and jt will develop at 
least 1,000-horse power, which will be as 
powerful as locomotives now in use. It 
is to take up its electricity from the cen- 
tral rail. Power from a trolley wire 
would not ans wer for the speed which 
this motor attains. In point of economy 
it ls expected to work 4 great revolution. 
It can be ran at one-sixth to cost of coal. 
When Mr. Edison gets motors under way 
the 60,000 men and women who now get 
employment from the manufacture and 
zale of his inventions will be increased 
to three times that number.—Boaston 
Journal.

ARABIAN HORSES. 


Their Characteristics Compared 

Tubse of American Trotters. 
There are hundreds of horses called 
Arab in America which have no right to 
the name. Almost every spotted horse 
or “calico” horse is said to be more or 
less Arab, while it is stated as a positive 
fact by no less an authority than John 
H. Wallace that an Arab may. be of any 
color in the world but spotted. No Arab 
is a calico in color. It is an exceedingly 
difficult thing to get a pure bred Arab. 
The Bedouin chief will not sell one at 
any price, and the only ones procured 
are secured by raids on the tribes of the 
Euphrates valley. 

In the whole United States there are 
only three strictly pure bred Arabian 
horses. Two of these are the stallions 
Leopard and Linden Tree, which were 
presented to General Grant by the sul- 
tan of Turkey, and a mars called Naomi, 
which has been imported from England. 
Of the two Grant stallions Leopard is 
not at all a prepotent horse and is a get- 
ter of few foals, and Linden Tree is the 
possessor of one of the ugliest tempers of 
any living horse. He is said to bea fiend 
incarnate, though his calts are gentle 
and kind enough when properly treated. 
It is a peculiarity of the Arabs that if 
used kindly and treated with considera- 
tion they are gentle and lovable. 

To one that has gained the confidence 
of an Arab horse there is the pleasure of 
knowing that he associates with s brute 
endowed with a soul.” Abuso one of 
them, and you have aroused a devil that 
can never be subdued, for of their cour- 
age there is no limit, and they will re- 
sist abuse while they have life. General 
Grent's stallion Linden Tree is said to 
have been made vicious because the man 
in charge of him did not gain his conf- 
dence and abused him. 

There is a great deal of foolish senti- 
ment existing about the Arab horse, 
however. He has many good qualities, 
is highly intelligent; quick to learn, has 
rare beauty of form and rich quality, is 
for saddle purposes beautifully gaited, 
quick and active in his movements, and 
of much endurance; but when compared 
with the thoroughbred race horse or the 
American trotter be suffers much by the 


comparison. 

He lacks the size and speed of the 
thoroughbred, and what a spectacle a 
Maud S, a Jay-Eye-See, a Stamboul, 3 
Nelson would make of the trot- 
ting Arab that ever lived could they meet 
on n trotting treck! 

Asa race they are handsomer than the 
American trotters, many of which have 
inherited Roman heads and cat hams 
from the great progenitor, Rysdyk's 
Hambietonian. If it conld be done with- 
out a loss of size and speed, for the pur- 
pose of giving beauty and finish to the 
American trotter, it might be well to 
add more of the Arab blood to the com 
posite article which goes to make up the 
American trotter, but the experiment 
has been tried and not found successfal.

Te Do Away with Etercise. 

Too much dumbbell exercise is a weari- 
ness to the flesh, and matutinal swing- 
_ing of the Indian club becomes, sooner 
or later, irksome. The idea of relieving 
the tedium of daily exercise while in- 
creasing its benefits is a good one, and 
it is now placed at the service of the 
public in a practical form. A polished 
wooden box contains the appliances in- 
cidental to the ordinary exercising ma- 
chine, and is equipped, tn addition, with 
a magneto-electro apparatus capable of 
transmitting an electric current to ten 
or more persons at the same time, or be- 
ing graduated to the endurance or pleas- 
ure of one person, so that while the vari- 
ous forms of exercise are being gone 
through an electric current of any re- 
quired strength can be imparted. 

It is claimed that electricity can thus 
be applied under improved and more 
pleasant conditions than formerly in 
many cases where its use has been 
proved to be most beneficial. Attention 
is called to the fact that telegraph op- 
erators, accountants, typewriters, pian- 
ists, and all whose work is apt to cause 
muscular pains and stiffness in the hand 
and arm, can by the use of this exercis- 
ing machine reap a twofold advantage. 
The machine has a bath attachment. 
This is placed in a bath, and when the 
foot is placed upon it an electric shock 
of graduated strength is imparted to the 
bather.—St. Louis Globe- Democrat. 


Improvements in Rolled Steel. 

A protracted series of experiments 
made at Siemens works, in England, 
with the new process of manufacturing 
steel tubes, show conclusively, it is 
claimed, a remarkable adaptation of the 
system to the manufacture of pipes for 
the conveyance of water, gas and air at 
high pressure, the manufacture of steam 
boilers, boiler tubes, and especially for 
bridge construction, owing to the light- 
ness and strength of the tubes of com- 
r steel, and which, it is be- 

ved, will enable the engineer of the 
futuré to considerably increase the span 
of bridges. 


The simple as well as remarkable pe- 


culiarity of this process of shaping 
metals consists in the fact that, instead 
of avoiding any twist of the fibers, it by 
one operation gives the greatest possible 
twist to the fiber with a corresponding 
stretch of material. It moreover may, 
assisted by a mandrel, increase the outer 
diameter of a bar, instead of diminishing 
‘it, as do all other rolling mills, but the 
tube produced by this new method is 
generally greater in diameter than the 
bar from which itis formed, and thus 
combining, as it does, all the various 
systems of rolling, it is claimed to pos- 
seas the advantage of a construction in 
which all hitherto known rolling proc- 
esses represent a part—New York Sun.

A Seance la Dr. Griswold’s Office at 
Which Noted Men Were Present—An- 
swers Through “Spirit Raps" Which 
Made a Profound Impression.

t Of a remarkable seance with these 
at the time they paid their 
tto New York.

It was in 1850 that the Fox girls came 


| to New York, astounding reports having 


them of the noisy. visitation of 


W. Griswold, the author and critic, oo- 
cupied rooms at that time in Broadway, 
between Bleecker and Houston streeta. 
These were on the first floor and held 
bis large and valuable library. 

He was an unbeliever in regard to the 
“rappings,” not only so far as any spirit- 
nal influences prevailed, but with respect 
tothe production of the sounds them- 
selves, which he pronounced all trick.” 
It was proposed to invite these girls 
to meet a number of gentlemen at Dr. 
Griswold's rvorps, where it was expected 
the “spirits” would be present, when we 
felt confident of exposing the humbng. 

AN INTELLIGENT AUDIENCE. 

The invitation was accepted, At the 
appointed hour the following gentlemen 
met in Dr. Griswold's apartments: J. 
Fenimore Cooper, George Bancroft, W. 
C. Bryant, the Rev. Dr. Hawkes, Dr. 
Jobn W. Francis, Dr. E. E. Marcy, John 
Bigelow and myself. The three Fox 
girls came promptly. They were seated 
by a table, but not near enough to touch 
it. The company made a large circle 
around it, and we all impatiently waited 
for the performance to begin. Utter in- 
credulity pervaded our little assembly. 

A half honr passed and the spirits 
made no sign. The girls were repeatedly 
asked how soon they would begin to 
demonstrate. They replied gravely that 
the spirits were not under their control; 
that they had intimated they would be 
present—that was all they could say. 

At length raps began to be heard, 
sounding like slight shocks from an elec- 
tric battery. Questions were at once in 
order, and Dr. Francis took the floor. 
His interrogatories were leading ones, 
and at the end of a few minutes he re- 
signed in favor of Dr. Hawkes, the Fox 
girls getting the best of it. With Dr. 
Hawkes, who had been bred a lawyer, 
things did not flow so smoothly with 
them, but there were several answers 
which excited surprise. 

I was seated next to Mr. Cooper, and I 
perceived he exhibited much impatience 
whilë the questioning was going on. 
When Dr. Hawkes finished, Cooper ex- 
claimed, Let me have bold of them.“ 
He began accordingly. Here are the 
questions and answers: 

“Some years ago | lost a near relative, 
Was it a male or a female?” ' 

“A female.” 

By a natural death or otherwise?” 

“Otherwise.” 


“Please rap the number of years since 
the person died. 

* INDISPUTABLE EVIDENCE. 

The rappings began. We all listened 
attentively, counting the number. As 
it ran from twenty to thirty. from thirty 
to forty, from forty to fifty, we began to 
hold our breath. The rappings stopped 
at fifty-eight. There was some discussion 
whether it was fifty-seven or fifty-eight, 
and it was rapped over again at fifty- 
eight. 

l had watched Cooper narrowly. As 
the raps proceeded hé became deadly 
pale. At the conclusion all eyes were 
turned on him. 

“Gentlemen,” said he, when | was 
about two sears old my sister was killed 
by being thrown from her horse.

I saw that Cooper was profoundly af- 
fected.

of science, has been computing the 
probable increase of the human race on 
the earth. He arrives at the startling 
conclusion that In 182 years ae density 
of population upon the globe be such 
that the means of subsistence will be in- 
adequate to its support. He estimates 
the population of the world of the pres- 
ent year at 1,408, 000, 000. He finds that 
the average increase every ten years is 
about 8 per cent. A 

Tus section dt the country still open to 
colonization comprised parta of Africa, 
North and South America; Australia 
some outlying islands, the steppes and 
deserts. The total area of all the habit- 
able lands in the world is over 48,000,000 
of square miles. Of this area the fertile 
or comparatively fertile lands are over 
28,000,000 of square miles, the bare grasa 
lands or steppes 14,000,000, and the bare 
deserts 4,000,180 square miles. 

To the steppes he allocates a popula- 
tion of ten to the square mile, and to the 
desert regions one to ne square mile. 
The bulk of the population would, there- 
fore, have to subsist on the 28,000,000 
square miles of fertile lands. Compar- 
ing the density of population—in India 
175 to the square mile, in China 295 to 
the square mile and in Japan 264 to the 
square mile—he arrives at the conclu- 
sion that a world population of 207 to 
the square mile in the cultivable régions 
would be a fair estimate. 

This 207 persons to the square mile 
will be reached in 182 years at the pres- 
ent rate of increase, when the total pop- 
ulation of the cultivable area would be 
5,850,700,000, and the fotal-tunrber the 
earth would feed 5,994,000,000, 

Any further increase of population 
must either be provided for by a diminu- 
tion of subsistence to each individual or 
by some improved mode of production, 
or by keeping down the future birth rate 
below the death rate. Mr. Ravenstein’s 
statistics do not concern us of the pres- 
ent generation very vitally. We can 
leave the solution to our great-grand- 
children. We have increased and mul- 
tiplied very comfortably in spite of the 
lugubrious warnings of Mr. Malthus, 
and perhaps they also will zuultiply and 
increase in spite of Mr. Ravenstein., 

If any race must go to the wall, it may 
be confidently predicted it will not be 
the white race._ There will be a Dar- 
winian survival of the fittest. The weak- 
er races will disappear before the 
stronger. The Indian will ultimately 
vanish from this continent, and the Afri- 
can in his native land bids fair to be 
decimated. 

The tendency of population to the cities 
must also be taken into account in any 
comparison of people to areas of reason- 
able subsistence, Concentration in large 
towns always tends to increased produc- 
tion within a wide circuit around them, 
especially in the line of fruits and vege- 
tables. Two hundred years hence the 
desert lands which Mr. Ravenstein re- 
gards as incapable of eultivation may 
blossom as the rose. Already irrigation 
is working wonders in the unpromising 
soil in some of our western states. Mod- 
érn science will teach many ways of in- 
creasing the food supply. 

Mr. Ravenstein’s speculations are 
plausible and statistics suggestive 
enough, but the figures of today may be 
utterly falsified by the figures of 200 
years hence. Many things may inter- 
vene in the meantime to keep down pop- 
ulation or increise the food supply. The 
&xtinction of the race by starvation is a 
very remote contingency indeed, and 
Mr. Ravenstein's 182 years bid fair to 
stretch out indefinitely before that con- 
tingency occurs.—Baltimore San. 


Oll from the Porpolse. 

The porpoises killed in winter are the 
fattest and produce most oil. The largest 
size measure about seven feet in length, 
five feet in girth and weigh About 300 
pounds. Such a porpoise yields from six 
to seven gallons of oil. The blubber of a 
big porpoise weighs about 100 pounds 
and is one and a half inches thick in 
summer and two in winter. 

The jaws of the porpoise yield a su- 
perior quality of oil. When hurig up in 
the sun it readily drips away into cans 
provided. for the purposs, the quantity of 
oil thus procured, however, being not 
more than half a pint tothe jaw. The 
oil from the blubber gives an excellent 
light and isin demand along the coast 
for lighthouse use. It has no offensive 
odor. s 

Porpoise shooting-is followed at all 
seasons and in all kinds of weather, On 
a calm summer's day the porpoise may 
be heard blowing a mile or two away.

I had 
expected to see more of the characteris- 
tics of a Western town; bnt I founda city 
of beautiful homes, fine churches and 
excellent schools, equipped with all the 
modern appliances; a city, 

for beauty of situation, being girdled by 
the everlasting mountains; s city, whose 
society exhibits all the refinement and 
culture to be found in onr oldest com- 
munities. 

From Bradford I came to Uhautanqua. 
And who has not heard of the famed 
Chautauqua, the summer university by 
the lake? It is a wonderful place—the 
literary Mecca to which students flock 
from al! paris of the land. Chautauqua 
is an aggregation of schools. Here, dur- 
fog the summer months, all the arta and 
sciences are taught to thousands of peo- 
ple. Many persons haye the idea that 
Ohantanqua is à camp-meeting ground, 
where religions exercises are the main 
attraction. Such is not the case. It was 
originally a camp-ground, bat, under the 
management of the big-brained and big- 
hearted Dr. Vincent, who saw that peo- 
ple needed rational and {ntellectual en- 
joyment, as well as spiritual instruction, 
it bas taken on the form of a great as- 
sembly, in which all of man’s social, in- 
tellectual and spiritual wants are grati- 


fied; yes, and his physical needs are not 


neglected. Here during the summer the 
most eminent lecturers and instructors 
are gathered together, and people who 
come here have the opportunity of 
studying any branch of art or science 
they desire from cooking -to voliptik. I 


met one young lady who told me she 


had come here to learn “sloyd"—how 
many of your readers can tell what that 
is? There are probably ten thousand 
people here, a large portion of them be- 
ing “school-marms” who have come here 
to brush up their knowledge of music, 
French, Latin. Greek, etc. At all hours 
of the day you may see groups of young 
ladies and gentlemen hurrying back and 
forth with books under their arms, golng 
to or coming from some recitation. So 
strong is the devotion to study on the 
part of some that they bring their books 
to the table with them, and carry them 
wherever they go. At the concert in the 
afternoon yesterday, there sat on the 
one side ot me an old lady studying u 
Greek grammar; on the other side, a 
young lady reading “William Tell” in 
German, and in front of me a middle- 
aged woman intently perusing a Greek 
testament. And not even the captivating 
strains of Miss Park's Comet or Madame 
Cole's Ariss could draw their eyes from 
their books. 

Here, three or four times a day, we 
have the finest musical and intellectual 
treats in the auditorium, an ample thea- 
tre capable of holding abont six thousand 
people. Such entertainments as are only 
to be enjoyed in our larger cities an’ at 
great expense, are free to all who enter 
the gates of Chantangna. On this plat- 
form representative men of all denomi- 
nations and creeds are invited to speak. 
Day before yesterday we heard a most 
interesting address from Rabbi Goutcil, 
a Jew from New York, and today we are 
to have Father McGlynn. the famous 
socialist. Yesterday wo had an. addreas 
from- Dr. Pervical, the head master of 
the famous Rugby“ school, England. 

Of conrse, one is not obliged to attend 
all these lectures and addresses. For 
those. who want physical recreation, 
there are lawn tennis matches, base ball 
games and croquet. There is rowing and 
fishing. etc. But who wants to go fish- 
ing when he can bear suth lectarers as 
Dr. Buckley. Dr. McArthor dud Prof. 
Fiske? And who wants to goto a base 
ball match when Miss Agnes Raplier is 
giving her graceful lecture on “Reading?” 
—No, yon are tempted to enjoy all of 
these good things. thongh at the risk of 
mental dyspepsia, if not mental prostra- 
tion; for is not this what yon come 
bere for? It’s a wonderful place, though 
a man's hatsoon becomes too tight for 
him, and he feels like taking a “reat” 
from thonght. 

I wish: all the members of the C. L. 
S. C.“ could be here; hat an inspiration 
they onld receive. How they wonld 
have enjoyed the grand lectures of Prof. 
Fiske on American history. Next year’s 
course of reading is very interesting, 
especially at this time, so near the cele- 
bration of the quadri-centennial of the 
discovery of America by Christopher Co- 
Jombas. Every American ought to be 
posted in American history. How many 
of the young people of Salisbary will 
join the one hundred thousand that be- 
long to the “Chautauqua Literary and 
Scientific Circle?”

A woolen yarn is soft am fluffy, while 
& Worsted yarn is hard and firm, possess- 
ing a much greater tensile strength. In 
the woollen yarn the fibers are tangled 
and crossed, and drawing is avoided as 
much as possible in preparing the raw 
material for spinning, so as to leave the 
natural curyature of the fibers undis- 
turbed and afford the greatest freedom 
of action tothe felting and quality of 
the wool. In worsted yarns the object 
is to obliterate the felting quality and to 
secure elongation and parallel arrange- 
ment of the fibers. 

In the early days of the manufacture 
the best results were only attainable in 
worsted yarns from long fibered fleece. 
The English wools are commonly called 
combing wools for this reason, and it 
was the possession of this fleece of an 
unrivaled quality which made England 
the birthplace of the worsted manufac- 
ture, and has keptitat the front in this 
process. 

One of the results of improved ma- 
chinery has been to remove any distinc- 
tion between woolens and worsteds 
based upon the difference between the 
wools employed in the two processes. 
Short wool of merino blood can now be 
combed as successfully as the longer 
staple. The processes af 
however, continue to differ radically. 
This difference is primarily created by 
the introduction of the combing ma- 
chine, un instrument unknown to the 
wool manufacture proper.—S. N. D. 
North in Popular Science Monthly. 


Tricks of Artista. 


A French paper says that for two 
months of the year the chief business of 
the two thousand and odd exhibitors at 
the Salon is to attract the attention of 
visitors to their own pictures. Some of 
the “dodges” which have been found 
useful for the purpose, it seems, aré 
highly ingenious. The plan found most 
effectual, and therefore most commonly 
employed, is the “Yankee Amateur 
Dodge.” It consists of employjng two 
or three agents, dressed in an ntric 
fashion, to walk backward and forward 
with a mysterious air. The public is 
greatly awed by their appearance, and 
reports are soon circulated that the pic- 
ture will be sold for its weight in gold. 

Another highly recommended plan is 
to hire the best looking model intro- 
duced into the picture to walk back- 
ward and forward in front of the can- 
vas. The identity is soon discovered, 
and great sensation is the consequence. 
A few years agoa painter found out a 
still more origimal plan. He placed some 
soft, resinous substance, which would 
grow soft with warmth, in front of his 
own picture.

Proclamation by the Gcvernor. 


STATE OF MARYLAND, 
EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


Wax Section one of article fourteen of 
the Consfitution of Maryland makes it the 
duty of the Governor to order the publication 
hios ofany Bill, or Bills, passed pronosing any 
him, ofany „or 2, proposingany 

amendment to the sald Constitution. 

And whereas at the January session 1890 of 
the Gentrul Assembly of Maryland six sep- 
arate Bills were passed proposing that num- 
of amendments to the Constitation; which 
several amendments are described as follows: 

Chapter lol which, for convenience of de- 
scription, I hereby design as amendment 
number one; Chapter 1%, designated as a- 
mendment number two; Chapter 212, design- 
ated as amendment number three; Chapter 
S5i,designated as amendment number four; 
Chapter 382, designated as amendment num- 
ber five, and apter 426, designated as n- 
mendment number six. 

All which pro amendments follow in 
the order descri „ to wit: 


NUMBER 1. 
CHAPTER 1941. 


AN ACT to amend section seventeen, of arti- 
cle two of the constitution of this State.

i SPLITTING BANDS. 


, Descriptions of Some of the Queer Look- 


img Inventions from Which Chinese 
| Mustelans Extract Delectable Melody. 
| Prices of the Masical Devices. 
| The ordinary Mongolian orchestra, 
| such as is to be found usually dis- 
pensing tunes for the delectation of the 
| Celestial ears at the Chinese theaters in 
this city, is composed of ten pieces, and 
| each player has his peculiar instrument, 
| on which he is an adept. He also per- 
forms upon it with an apparent stoical 
indifference as to the scores of his fellow 
| musicians. 
| Thoroughly to equip an orchestra 
| with proper instruments entails a cost 
of $69.50, which amount any nervous 
householder who has ever had the mis- 
fortune to reside within earshot of one 
at practice would be willing to adyance 
twice over in order to have it moved on. 
After purchasing the instruments play- 
ers are needed, and their services vary 
in price, according to ability, expertness 
and reputation. The Mongolian musi-

OPENING A HOSPITAL. 


ALL SECTS AND RELIGIONS IN A 
JERUSALEM CHARITY. 


We invite attention to our lins of Of- 


Turks, Christians, Jews and Grocks 
Unite in Putting the Sisters of Charity 
to Charge, of the Building and Its 
Work—§n Impressive Scene.

A most interesting article of The Jour- 
nal des Debats describes a remarkable 
scene which took place.in Jerusalem. 
The need of a municipal hospital for the 
reception of all the sick of the city had 
Jong been felt in Jerusalem The pasha, 
an excellent man, bas just carried out 
this important work, which had already 
been begun by his predecessor., Rahouf 
Pasha. 

But whom to put in care of the sick? 
Jewish nurses?—for half the population 
is Jewish, and 14,000 more Jews from 
Russis are expected. Or Mussnimans?— 
for Mussulmans are also numeros. Or 
Greeks or Armenians, Copts or Catho 
lics? The question long remained with- 
out a solution. 

Finally the president of the municipal 
council, accompanied by two Effendis, 
presented himself before Sister Sion, su- 
perioress of the Danghters of, Charity, 
and asked her to give some of ber nuns 
for the service of the hospital. Shoe at 
once asked from her superiors the per- 
mission to accept the invitation, and a 
few days later the municipality itself 
came to thank the sisters for their con- 
sent, and beg them at once to arrange 
the house for the reception of the sick. 

There was no time to lose fn early 
May they received their notice, and on 
Sunday, May 10, theopening was to take- 
place in presence of [brahim Pasha and 
the seraglio—that is to may, the council 
composed of a member of each national- 
ity, the heads of all the religions and the 
municipal council. 

| THE PRESENTATION 

For three days and three nights the 
nuns had no rest At midday on Sun- 
day the nuns. wers all summoned in or- 
der to meet at kin the large re- 
ception room ` A o'clock the pasha 
arrived ip state and all the dignitaries 
took theif places But the superior and 
the sisters, where are they? 

A carriage is beard approaching. 
“Here thby come!” At once a serenade 
began, and a thousand voices cried 
aloud, “Long live the Sisters of Chari- 
ty!’ The soldiers presented arms; the 
crowd pressed forward, so that the dra- 
gomans had difficulty in making a way 
for the sisters But at length they as- 
cended the main steps, preceded by the 
dragomans. 


On their entry all arose. “You are 
welcome, sisters,” eaid the pasha in ex- 
cellent h. “Imn too much aston- 
ished at appearance yon have given 
to this bonse, in -which yon have been 
working for only three days, to be able 
to congratulate you as | ought.” Four 
excellency, we have done our duty.“ 
said Sister Sion. am delighted,” re- 
plied the pasha, and we can only con- 
gratulnte ourselves on our choice.” The 
whole meeting testified to their pro- 
found sympathy and ugreement Do 
you find anything wanting, gentlemen, 
or is everything as. you wish?" said the 
pasha, turning to the authorities. 

“For my part,” said the grand rabbi, 
“the most beautiful thing I see in the 
hospital ig the Sisters of Charity. For 
five — we have watched them at 
work, and they have never fallen short 
of their professions They have been 
mothers and sistera to all. whosoever 
they migbt be.” 

AN INTERESTING SCENE 

Long live the Sisters of Charity!” was 

the cry.on all sides, in the wards, the 
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$20 per night. 
The drum, in the estimation of the 


Chinese musician, is the most important 
instrument, which opinion is shared like- 
wise by the juvenile American. A 
Chinese drum costs twelve dollars, and 
has much the same appearance as a keg 
constructed of light wood, covered with 
cowhide. - This instrument is beaten 
with a pair of heavy wooden sticks, and 
produces a booming sound, which grows 
extremely monotonous when it is con- 
tinued for several hours. 
THE CHINESE GONG. 

The alarm, or taps, is a Chinese musi- 
cal device of peculiar construction. It 
consists of a framework of wood, upon 
which is set a conical top of hard wood 
covered with calfskin. Projecting from 
the top of the frame is a hollow square 
the size of a cigar box, covered with 
rawhide. Sounds uced by strik- 
ing the top, which emits bass notes, and 
the projecting hide covered square with 
drumsticks. This tuneful instrument 
costs $3.50. 

The cymbals of the Chinese are of 
hammered brass, similar in design to 
those used by American bands, and costs 
eighteen dollars. t 

Brass gongs shaped much like a tam- 
borine are used by Mongolian musicians 
In the makeup of their orchestra, A 
first class gong can be bought for fifteen 
dollars. 

A gong of concave form and of very 

light weight, that gives forth a tingling 
sound, is another orchestral instrument. 
It costs $2.50. Mongolian fiddles are of 
pecyliar construction and emit) sounds 
which, from a musica) point of view, are 
as inbarmonious as the instrument is un- 
couth in appearance. Divested of its 
strings a Chinese fiddle has the same ap- 
. asa mallet, with the handle 
— flattened to about an inch in 
width and an eighth of an inch in thick - 
ness. ; 

In the lower part of the handle are in- 
serted two keys, one above the other, 
To each of the keys are attached two 
strings of-horsehair or catgut; the other 
ends are firmly wound about the mallet 
head. What varied and discordant 
sounds are produced when the Chinese 
fiddler runs his bow across the strings! 
And besides the Chinese have the temer- 
ity to ask $7.50 for such a device. 

THE BANJO, FLUTE, ETC. 

The banjo of the heathen may bo very 
appropriately likened to a small sized 
frying pan with avery long handle. The 
drum is covered with snakeskin drawn

These 
peninsula editore are rather fortunate 
beings, particularly when they have such 
a man as Mr. Henry C. Carpenter as 
chairman of the executive committee, 
and the Pennsylvania railroad at their 
backs, That was the situation this year, 
asit bat been for several years. 

The railroad company, knowing all 
our good qualities, especially Jooks, decid- 
ed to send us free, to Niagara Falls, we 
having to pay only our eating and drink- 
ing bills. We were all extremely lem- 
perate, consequently our drinking bills 
were small. Through the kindness of 
Mr. Capenter, we passed through the 
hotels at children’s prices. We think 
explanation necessary inasmuch as 
many will wonder that any county edi- 
tor, or as the Baltimore Sus would eay 
brother of the rural press, could go so 
far and stay e longon one year's saving. 
Hotel scoommodstions at half fare and 
transportation free—that tells the story. 

The editor of the Anverrmen, as usual, 
came very near getting left—in fact he 
did get left from 8.50 Saturday morning 

ill 850 Monday morning, when be 
steamed out of Broad street station, 
Philadelphis, for a trip to Watkins Glen 
and Niagara via Pennsylvania Central to 
Harrisbarg, thence via Northern Central 
to Williamsport, Elmira and Canandagua, 
N. T., where we struck the New York 
Central. We had the pleasure of passing 
through the finest agricultural country 
in the world—Lancaster county, Pa. It is 
a beautifully rolling country, with moun- 
tains for the boundary lines of the connty. 
The productions seemed to be grain, pota- 
toes and tobacco, the last named in great 
abondance. I have never seen a more 
magouificent conntry than this. 

At Harrisburg we reach the Susque- 
hanna and follow it nearly across the 
state. -The scenery of the Susquehanna 
is rich, not in extravagance or grandenr, 
bot in pictaresqueness and beauty. The 
mountains that form the banks are gen- 
erally well rounded and shapely, covered 
with vegetation. It awakens in one emo- 
tions of the beautiful rather than the 
sublime. The whole aftefnoon of Mon- 
day was spent on the east bank of the 
Susquehanna. My wife had never seen 
the mountains, so this scenery was a 
source of inexpressible pleasure to her. 

By night we had reached Watkins, 
near which is the famous chasm known 
as Watkins Glen. This immense gulch 
is e singular formation. It is from 100 
to 200 feet deep and three miles long, 
very narrow and consequently very pre- 
cipitous. Down the chasm flows con- 
tinuonsly a crystal stream that forms, at 
irregular intervals, beautiful cascades, 
which constitute the attraction of the 
place. Weepent the night at the Glen 
Mountain House, where we were hand- 
somely taken care of. This hotel is beau- 
tifally located on the top of the mountain 
by the side of the gien, surrounded by 
chestnut, asb and hemlock. It is a calm 
retreat for the retired and a romantic 
spot for the poetic. 

We arose early Tuesday morning and 
resumed our journey, making the first 
stop at Rochester, N. Y.; thence to Niag- 
era Falls. 

Qur first view was from a point three 
miles below the Falis. at the old suspen- 
sion bridge. Like everybody else who 
first views the Falls from this point, we 
were disappointed, but the nearer one 
approaches the more gigantic the thing 
becomes. We didn’t stop to look much 
bowe ver, till we had comfortably lodged 
ourselves at the International hotel and 
taken lunch; for it was nearly two p. m. 

After dinner, we leisurely strolled down 
to look at the Falls, as indifferently and 
leisorely as though we had seen them a 
hundred times. We tried to evince no 
emotion, otherwise we wonld have been 
besieged by hackmen, tach of whom was 
strictly honest and all others rogues. 

I want to say at the beginning that 
one who has never seen Niagara has but 
little conception of it. and I fear that I

We retarned by the same ronte that 
we went. 

We are indebted to the Pennsylvania 
railroad and New York Central for trans- 
portation, and the proprietors of the Glen 
Mountain House at Watkins Glen and 
the International at Niagara for special 
sccommodations. At these hotels we 
were shown special attention. At the 
International grounds were specially 
illaminated fof the company and a hop 
given in our honor. 

We add to our list another conquest 
a sight of Niagara Falls.

“Pete, I am going to kill my self. I am 
never going to have it said that the gal- 
lows broke my neck, and I know I will 
be hung.” Johnson jumped up, grabbed 
the pistol in. Maddox's hand and told 
him not to do in. After quite a tussle 
Maddox finally got off with the pistol; 
and pointing it at Johnson, told him to 
stand back; if he didn’t he would shoot 
him, foo. Maddox then walked to the 
corner of the house and put the pistol to 
bis breast, said, “Good-bye Pete, I am 
gone.” Immediately pulling the trigger 
of the pistol, he shot himself and falling 
to the gronnd died instantly, the ball go- 
ing directly tothe heart. Wallace lived un- 
til a late hour Friday night, when he also 
died. Both men were buried in a grave 
together Saturday afternoon. A coroner's 
inquest was held the jury bringing in the 
following verdict: “Thos. Wallace (color. 
efi) came to his death from a blow on the 
head by an ax in the hands of James 
Maddox, alias Lull (colored), and James 
Maddox, alias Lull (colored) came to his 
death from a wound caused by a pistol 
ball by the hand of himself.” 

MURDER IN DORCHESTER. 

William Robinson, a colored man, mur- 
dered his wife at their home, on Hoopers 
Island, last Saturday morning before day. 
They occupied a smal! house on the east- 
ern side of ypper Hooper’s Island, on a 
branch of Honga river, called Long creek, 
a mile from the main county road. 
Adjoining the house occupied by them, 
and connected with it by a plank plat- 
form, ia another dwelling, occupied by 
Jobn Barnes, an old colored man and bis 
family. 

Robinson and his wife had only been 
married s month, bot it wes remarked 
by many of their colored associates that 
they did not seem to get along well to- 
gether. On Friday night they retired 
as usual. A child of Robinson's wife by 
a previous husband was with them. The 
old colored man Barnes says he heard 
very little noisy talk or anything that 
would indicate a struggle during the 


night, bat thinks he heard moaning 


somatime after midnight or early Satur- 
day morning. Barnes was somewhat 
afraid of Robinson. When it was fairly 
daylight he ventured forth, and seeing 
the Robinsons’ house closed up, which 
was contrary to its usual appearance at 
that hour, tried the door opening on the 
platform. He could not get the door 
Open. He then went to the side of the 
honse and tried a window, which also 
resisted his efforts. Going to the other 
side of the house, he fonnd a door wide 
open. He went in and Robinson came 
in shortly after. His wife's clothing was 
lying on the floor, and the child was in 
the midlle of the bed. Barnes asked 
Robinaon where his wife wss, and at first 
he replied that she bad Jef him; but, 
npon belng reminded that there lay her 
clothes, he changed front and said she 
was ont, bnt would be back in a short 
time. 

Barnes then looked abont the house, 
inside and ontside, snd while he, waa 
thus engaged Robinson left. Barnes 
then made a search of the yard and pre- 
mises, and about a hundred yards from 
the house, in a clamp of pine bushes, a 
shocking sight met his view. Lying on 
her hack, with her night clothes on and 
her hair disarranged, lay Robinson's 
wite in a pool of blood, her throat cat 
from ear to ear and the ‘head nearly 
revered from the body. The corpee was 
hardly cold, indicating that the awful 
deed had not been long perpetrated. 
Near by wasfound a razor-case and a 
marrisge certificate giyen by the minis- 
ter who had united her to Robinson. An 
empty pocket book, recognized as Robin- 
son's, was alen fonnd near the body. 

Robinson is still at large and it is 
thought he on an oyster boat.

It was a compara- 
tively easy matter for so powerful a 
swimmer to complete the work of rescue 
and in a few minutes Taylor bad the wo- 
man on her way to a hospital. She prov- 
ed to be Lillie Kane of 68 Barrow street. 
She had quarreled with her husband and 
made up her mind to commit suicide. 

On Dec. 9, 1884. Taylor again attract- 
ed attention by his plucky arrest of John 
Rogers, an ex-convict, who was caught 
in the act of plundering the residence of 
Ransom Harker at 224 West 11th street. 
Rogers drew a revolver and fired at the 
policeman, but Taylor was not to be 
frightened, and, roshing at the burglar, 
soon had him in his power. Judge Cow- 
ing sentenced Rogers to three years in 
Sing Sing prison. 

Taylor was made a roundsman on July 
20, 1887, and assigned to the Sixteenth 
‘Precinct, whence he was transferred to 
the Fifth a few months ego. Rounds- 
man Taylor is a tall, stalwart man, and 
looks like the ideal policeman. He is 
kind and fearless. He -is married and 
lives with his family in s comfortable 
old-fashioned dwelling in Waverley 
place.

Will the Lake Diseppeart 

Reports to Southern “Pacific Railroad 
Company from its engineers, who bave 
explored the lake which recently formed 
in the Colorado desert, would seem to in- 
dicate that the overflow is not perman- 
entand is due solely to unprecedented 
floods. According to a dispatch from 
San Francisco to the New Vork Tribune, 
Engineer Hawgood, who devoted him- 
self to the evidences of previous floods, 
found that for forty years the Colorado 
river bad regularly overflowed into the 
desert below the Mexican line. Ten 
miles nerth ofthe line was formed a 
high sand ridge, which acted as a dam, 
thus impounding the overflow, the New 
river acting ss the outlet of the overflow. 
This river could not carry the surplus 
water of the great flood of last February, 
and the dam was qnt through in several 
places. The great rush of water in Jane 
caused exaggerated reports of the inon- 
dation of the whole Salton basin. The 
fact is, careful measurements show that 
since July 15th. the lake has not risen, 
the flow being neutralized by evapora- 
tiom. Observation of the past five days 
shows that the water is now receding. 
The greatest depth of water in the lake 
is now forty-five inches, and it will pro- 
bably all disappear before next year’s 
flood in the Colorado river. It is oxpect- 
ed the flood will occur annually until the 
eastern channel is once more closed by 
pand drifts. 


A Dainty Devico, 

It originated with a gracious lady, 
whose bands are skilled in cunning 
work, and who, has in addition, heaps 
of friends. Very often they send to her 
flowers—the choicest, the shyest, and 
rarest, of the season. She so loves the 
sweet blossoms that she cannot bear to 
have them fade utterly out of her life, 
By consequence she makes of them silk- 
en immortelles.

“Composition of mattér” means a chemi- 
cal compound of ingredients, such as 
hard rubber, liquid glue, medicine, eto.

Trade marks may be registered for any 
arbitrary sign or symbol which is not 
descriptive; the government fee is twen- 
ty-five dollars, Such marks are the ex- 
clusive property of the registrar for 
thirty years, and the time may be ex- 
tended. A “label” is any descriptive 
tag, print or impression to be placed 
upon any article or its case, and it may 
be registered for twenty-cight years. 
The government fee for a label is six 
dollars; but if it contains any special 
mark or symbol, the office decides it to 
be a “trade mark” instead of a label.—

Ticket Agents and Countorfelts. 

Counterfeit money comes into the 
hands of the railroad titket agent more 
frequently than anywhereelse. But this 
official of the great steel highway has to 
become an expert in detecting it, else his 
salary would suffer to the amount of 
spurious coin which he took in. 

The detection of counterfeits seems to 
become a sort of second nature with the 
ticket seller. To discover a bad piece of 
silver is a comparatively easy matter, 
for it has s greasy feeling and very sel- 
dom looks like good money. Even if it 
possesses these requisites of good coin it 
very seldom has the weight of the gen- 
nine quarter, half dollar or dollar, and 
the lack of weight is perceptible by tak- 
ing it in the hand. 

But to) detect a bad bill is not, to the 
Isyman who is not burdened with han- 
dling thonsands of dollars each day, an 
easy task. The expert ticket agent will, 
however, when counting a stack of bills 
ranging in value from one dollar to fifty 
dollars with great rapidity snap them in 
both hands one after another and pick 
out the counterfeits, seemingly by an 
acute sense of touch. Some ticket agents 
are marvelously clever in this way. The 
amethod used by thé majanity in detecting 
a bed bill is to hold it to the light and 
pee if it contains parallel silk threads 
ronning horizontally throughit. All gen- 
uine bills contain these.—Albany Argus.
